Nature has ordained them, and (he only thing lo do is to make 
the besi of (he situation when they come, gel all the comfort 
that can be extracted from their beauty and rejoice in the fact 
that, owing to prompt and vigorous action, (he "snowbound" 
periods are not as long and lonesome as they used lo be.
